Tho following curreapondence, relating to 
the amalganiation of the two offices of Chief 
Justices of the Supreme Court and Consul- 
General for Great Britaio at Shanghai has 
been handed to us (Londan and China 
Eepress) for publication :— 


Ohina Assueciation, 122, Leadenhall-streot, 
24th March, 1891, 


My Lord,—I have the honour to enslose 
for your Lordship’s consideration copy vf 
atolegram asking the Obina Association to 
pupport o protest that has been formulated 
by the British residente at Shanghai aguinst 
aproject which is belived to be ander the 
consideration of. Her Majesty’s Goveru- 
ment, for amalgomating the ofticers of Chiof 
Judge and Consul-Geuvral at that port. 

"The Association desires to associate it- 
self most warmly with the Shanghai 
community in the matter. In a country 
where foreigners reside under oxtra-tern- 
torinl conditions the functions of Judge 
and Consul aro ossentially distinct ; und it 
ia casy to conceive circumstunces where 
they might become almost antagonistic. 

Our relations with the Chinese at Shaag- 
hai are singularly large and varied ; and it 
scuma ta thia Assua ation moat desirable 
thut tha Conaul-General, who is required 
to conduct negutintions, to%give advice, ang 
to oxercise the functions of moderator in 
easy of diffidutly, souk continua to lretd 
a separaty ollice, and especially continue to 
be a trained membor of the Cansular Ser- 
vice, undorstanding the language and cus- 
toms of the Chinese avtharities with whom 
hp has to deal.
